We have farther to report to your Excellency, that the Schools whicii we have 
founded for the benefit and at the solicitation of our tenantry in the Queen’s 
County, and in the counties of Armagh and Donegal, are in successful operation 
being numerously attended by children of both sexes. ’ 



The different Schools of private foundation do not present any features which 
call for a special notice to your Excellency. 



Where there are funds under our control, we have, as in the case of the 
Royal Schools, endeavoured to keep the houses in a good and substantial state of 
repair, and have taken such steps in reference to their respective tenantries as 
seemed to us to be necessary. 



On the Clonmel School Estate (one of private foundation) we have, after 
much loss of time, been enabled to set on lease certain Farms, which for some 
time past had been nearly unproductive to this endowment ; but we reoret to 
be obliged to state that we are still wholly unable to make any further payment 
ot the instalments remaining due to the Government on account of money here- 
totore advanced for the purpose of building the School-house of Clonmel. 



And we beg to sUte to your Excellency, that, in obedience to an Order af The 
blouse ot Commons, we haxe made a Return of the names of the Schools under 
our management, and where situated, with the number of boys in each on the 
1st day of May 1852, and the number of boys taught in each School gratis in 
each year, for the last four years, ending the 31st day of December 1852.
